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Crime and Punishment in Wisconsin 


Wisconsin has a very low rate of crimes 


of violence. In fact, many experts in this 
field describe Wisconsin as "having prac- 
tically no crime in comparison with other 
states." Even so, there are about 8,100 per- 
sons under state supervision for crimes. 
Thus when people say Wisconsin has prac- 
tically no crime they are referring to the 
•flourishing rackets which make a business 
of criminal activities in some other states. 
They are referring also to the collaboration 
of political figures with known criminals 
which is common in some states but prac- 
tically unknown in Wisconsin. 


In spite of the comparatively favorable 


record of Wisconsin, the state prison at 
Waupun, with a capacity of 1,200 prisoners, 
now is accommodating 1,523. At the state 
reformatory at Green Bay, 1,040 inmates 
are being cared for in an institution built 
for 678. Even so Wisconsin has fewer per- 
sons incarcerated as punishment for crime 
than most any other state would have un- 
der the same circumstances. The reason 
for this is the extensive use of paroles and 
probation as the means of rehabilitating 
persons convicted of crime. Of Wisconsin's 
8,100 offenders, only about 3,000 are in cor- 
rectional institutions. About 2,550 are on 
parole and another 2.550 are on probation. 


Thus Wisconsin has a double advantage 


in that it starts with less crime and it uses 
prison confinement in fewer of its cases 
than is the practice elsewhere. Sanger B. 
Powers, director of the State Division of 
Correction, points out that Wisconsin has 
a great financial advantage. through its 
policy of using parole and probation. He 
says that if all 5,100 of those on parole or 
probation were to be imprisoned the state 
would need three more institutions costing 
about 851,000,000 to build. In addition, the 
state would have to provide $9,000,000 a 
year more to operate them. 


He says that the capital investment and 


the operating costs would pay for needless- 
ly holding people in custody since they 
are now getting along very well under 
parole and probation. The state enjoys an 
additional savings through the fact those on 


A Realized Image 


A committee composed of psychiatrists, 


psychologists, social anthropologists and 
cnminologists has issued a report for the 
National Education association on juvenile 
delinquency. The fault, it appears, is the 
way adults deal with the youngsters. Per- 
haps the old adage about the way a twig 
is bent will once again be popular. 


The committee has tossed out as only 


incidental such things as working mothers, 
broken homes, lack of playgrounds, heredi- 
ty, slums and idle hands. These may be 
contributing factors but they are not basic. 
The real cause of the rise in juvenile de- 
linquency, say the experts, is that adults ex- 
pect such behavior of the teen-ager. The 
average adult, looking for a scapegoat in 
the insecurity of this age, now picks on 
the juvenile as he used to pick on the Ne- 
gro or the Jew. 


Adults "expect bizarre, norm-violating 


behavior. They predict it. They threaten to 
punish it They describe exactly what this 
terrible generation of teen-age hoods is 
like — and they get it." 
• 


Even to the layman and despite some 


parole and probation are earning about 
$16,000,000 a year with which they support 
themselves and their dependents and on 
which they pay taxes. If they were incar- 
cerated the state would have to provide 
the money to pay the costs of those in 
prison as well as to support their depend- 
ents who would undoubtedly be on relief in 
many instances. 


Mr. Sanger points out that persons 


convicted of crime are never put on pa- 
role or on probation with the idea of saving 
money. They are so treated because the 
authorities believe that is the best way to 
restore them to a position of good citizen- 
ship and it is purely incidental, but never- 
theless important, that there is a substan- 
tial financial gain for the people of Wis- 
consin. 


In addition to those put on probation 


before they enter an institution and those 
paroled because they have indicated they 
will be able to make their own way with 
some help, Wisconsin also has a group on 
mandatory parole. This group is made up 
of prisoners who have served their sen- 
tences less the time off for good behavior 
and therefore must be released but vir- 
tually -none is released without being 
placed under supervision for a time. 


Of the total released on parole about 


19 per cent have their paroles revoked dur- 
ing the first six months and about 24 per 
cent during the first two years of proba- 
tion. Some of the revocations are for new 
offenses but a great many are merely pre- 
cautionary as in cases where some parolees 
have been found in bad company or have 
given other indications that they might be 
getting into trouble. All in all the record in- 
dicates that at least three-fourths of those 
paroled are able to make their way for two 
years and with that start there is a good 
chance they will be able to go all the way.

be proud of and citizens should insist that 
those in the welfare department be given 
every help possible in maintaining it suc- 
cessfully. 


of the terminology somehow necessary to 
sociologists, much of this report makes 
sense. One of the foolish aspects of deal- 
ing with children and adolescents in the 
last few decades has been the insistence 
of the adults in making them things apart, 
Small children were treated like another 
creature and thus grew up the philosophy 
of not denying them anything for fear of 
frustration. Later the teen-ager came to 
be regarded as strange, as a visitor from 
outer space. As the report indicates, he 
was typed as cruel, restless, sexually un- 
inhibited, aggressive and heartless. And 
all people, of almost any age, have a ten- 
dency to become that which others expect 
of them. 


Some good sense has revised our ideas 


on how to bring up young children. If a few 
more worried adults realize that the poised, 
serious and responsible juvenile is more 
likely to be the average than the booted, 
leather jacketed thug, society may start 
moving toward reward for the deserving 
and less excuse for the aberrations of the 
few.

A group of New Jersey businessmen, 


interested in promoting the economic 
growth of the state through the selection 
and support of candidates who are pledged 
to increasing job opportunity, has or- 
ganized to support such candidates finan- 
cially. 


The full name of the organization is 


the New Jersey Organization for a Better 
State but is to be called ."New Jobs," the 
title suggested by some of the initials in 
the name. 


The organization will support Republi- 


cans, Democrats and Independents equally 
if they appear to meet the requirements of 
the promoters. The group proposes to raise 
funds which will be used as a political treas- 
ury for worthy candidates. Scarcely a state 
in the union is without some form of or- 
ganization to promote industrial develop- 
ment. Many different de-dees are used 


more or less successfully including the 
indorsement of candidates who show some 
aptitude in this field. 


However, the New Jersey plan is more 


direct and appears to offer faster action 
than most other plans. An open treasury 
should attract a great many persons, some 
of whom should certainly qualify and un- 
doubtedly perform a real service to the 
state. It is becoming more and more ap- 
parent that industrial development is the 
most important factor in bringing wealth 
and better living to the locality where it 
exists. 


Thus it can be expected that more and 


more political figures will turn their at- 
tention to this great possibility of service. 
Organizations like the New Jersey "New 
Jobs" group will speed the day considerably 
•when industrial development will receive 
more attention in the political field.

Season of Runny Noses Is Fast Approaching

The season of runny noses 


and itchy eyes is fast ap- 
proaching. 


About the middle of August 


millions of ragweed plants in 
many parts of the United 
States will let loose billions 


of microscpic pollen parti- 
cles and set them free to 
blow in the breezes. Many of 
these particles, 
far 
too 


many, will be inhaled by 
thousands of persons who 


suffer each year from hay 
fever. 


Hay fever, which is not 


caused by hay and does not 
involve a fever, is an allergy 
that affects the eyes, nose 
and respiratory system of its 
victims. Sneezing, wheezing 
and watery eyes are com- 
mon symptoms. 


An allergy such as hay 


fever develops because of a 
natural tendency of the hu- 
man body to defend itself 
against foreign bodies. 


Dr. Leighton Cluff, expert 


on ' allergies at the Johns 
Hopkins University School 
of Medicine, explains it this 
way: "Allergies are caused 
by the reaction of two fac- 
tors which act against each 
other in, the human body: 
antigens and antibodies. 
THERE'S A VILLAIN 


"The villian of the story, 


is the antigen, — such things 
as pollen, dust, molds or 
vapors which enter a vic- 
tim's body by being breath- 
ed in, eaten, injected or by 
skin contact. 


"Up to this point the vic- 


tim is physically unaware 
that he has been attacked by 
the antigen. 


"Inside the victim, how- 


ever," said Dr. Cluff, "forc- 
es are at work to combat this 


uninvited visitor and he de- 
velops antibodies to defend 
against the foreign intrud- 
er." 


Once these antibodies are 


formed, the victim is sensi- 
tized, his defenses are up, 
and he is now ready for an- 
other attack. In short, he is 
potentially allergic. 


When the individual comes 


in contact with the antigen, 
or pollen, a second time, the 
fight between antigen and 
antibody is on. A runny nose 
and bloodshot eyes signify 
that the victim now is suf- 
fering from the allergy. 


"It is as if your body was 


a battlefied witnessing the 
fight between antigen and 
antibody," reports Dr. Cluff. 
"Unfortunately, in the case 
of an allergy, you suffer the 
fate of most battlefields." 


Which Antigen? 


To combat hay fever, a 


sufferer must first learn to 
what antigen he is allergic. 
This is done by skin test. Ex- 
tracts of allergenic sub- 
stances, such as ragweed 
pollen, or house dust, are in- 
jected into the patient and, 
if he is allergic, his skin will 
react. 


Knowing what causes the 


allergy, the customary treat- 
ment is a series of injections 


of the antigen to gradually 
increase his resistance. 


The antigen is given to 


the patient in small enough 
doses so that he will not 
have an attack and it is 
gradually increased until he 
becomes desensitized to the 
antigen. 


Drugs such as antihista- 


mines are frequently used by 
hay fever suffers and they 
often give helpful relief, but 
unfortunately many victims 
become immune to the drug, 
instead of the allergy, after 
some time. 


Medical researchers 
are 


constantly striving to learn 
more about allergies 
For 


example, they are trying 
now to develop a single in- 
jection of antigen in an 
emulsion of mineral oil so 
that it will be absorbed by 
the body slowly, still pro- 
ducing the same kind of 
immunity as the repeated 
multiple injections. 


So long as scientists keep 


working on the problem, the 
number of victims with red 
eyes and runny noses will de- 
crease each year.

If you have to 
stay on a diet, why not keep 
the gall stone and the gall 
bladder and save the money? 
—W.B.R" 


I call those good questions. 
First: Why not take out just 


the gall stones and leave the 
gall bladder in? Sometimes 
this is done. Not frequently, 
but sometimes it is possible 


But you, as a patient, would 


not be smart in trying to tell 
the surgeons whether to do it 
this way or that way. 


As a matter of fact, the doc- 


:or who examines you original- 
ly may not always be able to 
tell which way it should be 
done. 


Chemistry of Fluid 


Sometimes the answer is 


clear-cut from the beginning. 
Sometimes a surgeon can't tell 
until the operation has begun. 
Gall stones usually (not invar- 
ably) mean that the gall blad- 
der itself is or has been in- 
flamed. It may have thick- 
ened. In either case, the gall 
Bladder itself has been dam- 
aged, and it is much safer to 
take it out than to run the 
strong risk that a second op- 
eration will be imperative lat- 
er to remove it. 


Another indication, and a 


useful one, is the color, con- 
istency and chemical compo- 
ition of the fluid in the gall 
iladder. At times an immedi- 
ate inspection will permit the 
urgeon to tell from the na- 
ure of the bile and the con- 
dition of the gall bladder 


whether the whole sac should 
be removed. 


Your second question: If 


you have to be on a diet any- 
way, why not keep the stones 
and the gall bladder? 


The answer is that (for one: 


thing) if a small stone gets 
into the duct, or tube, through 
which the bile flows, it is ex- 
crutiatingly painful. 


A l^ss painful but more se- 


rious possibility is that tha 
stone (or stones) can in time 
damage the gall bladder bad- 
ly. They can set up an infec- 
tion or other dangerous con- 
dition, causing the gall blad- 
der eventually to be taken out 
anyway. In that event the op- 
eration has to be done en an 
emergency basis, with 
overall health or even 
life at stake. And not to be 
overlooked by any means is 
the fact that stones, allowed 
to remain there, appear to 
lead to cancer of the gall blad- 
der occasionally. 


As to having to stick to a 


diet after removal of the gall 
bladder, yes, this may be true, 
but not always. Many post- 
operative cases tolerate full 
diets. With

the gall bladder 
a reservoir for 


storing bile, which is needed 
for digestion), you don't have 
the reserve supply any more. 
Some people find it better, 
thus, to eat extra but smaller 
meals, so the liver can sup- 
ply enough bile for each meal. 
You should avoid fats, too 


But I know of many patients 


who have had their gall blad- 
ders removed and yet they 
find that no change in their 
eating habits is necessary.

Waupacg County Farmers Inspect 


Three Grain Demonstration Plots 


Waupaca — F a r m e r s 


throughout the county had the 
chance to see for themselves 
which grain, oat and wheat 
varieties will do the best job 
on Waupaca county soils when 
they toured three grain dem- 
onstration plots sponsored by 
the Waupaca County Farm 
Improvement association. 


The plots were each plant- 


ed with nine rows of oats, four 
of barley and two of wheat. 
Comparison of the stands, side 
by side, vividly shows ma- 
turity dates, straw strength, 
approximate yield and disease 
susceptibility upon inspection. 


Three Farms 


The plots were planted by 


WCFI members and County 
Agent Joe Walker throughout 
the county. They were at the 
Lyle Ratzburg farm near Mar- 
ion, the William Kramer, Jr., 
farm near Fremont, and the 
Hobert Townsend farm near 
Scandinavia. 


Each was planted in a dif- 


ferent type soil and should ap- 
proximate true county yields 
when averaged together. The 
Kramer 
demonstration plot 


showed straw strength espe- 
cially well even though the 
Fremont area was recently hit 
with a baby tornado. Some of 
the grains were knocked down 
by the heavy rains and winds. 


Cautions Farmers 


Before explaining the types, 


yields and other pertinent in- 
formation, Walker cautioned 
farmers about using 
poor 


seed. He said that recent uni 
versity tests show that one 
sixth of all Wisconsin farm 
ers planted uncleaned seed 
with unknown germination 
The result was that they plant 
ed approximately 54,000 weed 
to ^he acre along with their 
grain. 


Another two thirds ofv,state 


farmers planted seeds cleaned 
once, but with unknown ger 
minaton, and they netted 26, 
000 weeds to the acre. The 
minority, one sixth, plantei 
cleaned certified seeds am 
got up to 90 percent germina 
tion with few weeds. 


The top grain in the state 


this year, according to Walk 
er, is Beedee. More farmers 
planted it than any other 
types. However, the variou. 
grains planted on the plots all 
appeared to be doing average 
or better. 


Further Advice 


Walker stated that the plots 


still standing at the farms 
can give farmers the chance 
to see which grains do th 
best and which mature the 
quickest. A check will elimin 
ate grains ripening all a 
once, too fast to harvest.
